Facts and Figures. 

Notwithstanding tho exi^tonco of a 
deepronted and widespread conscious- 
ness < f tbo fact thai the foreign trade 
of Viotori* has suSertd materially on 
account of tho ; ahol tion of tho free 
por>, we are persuaded that but few 
peraoim icily realize tho extent of thai 
iijuty. Wiihrut complete htaiisiica to 
carry us beyond the year l8ti4, a' d 
taking that a* tho initial point, wo find 
that the export ff loreiirn merchandise 
rose from $169,977 in 18G4 to 8341,9 18 
iu 1866, tho last [year of tho existence 
of the free port. It, will hardly bo lie- 
ettsary to state that th<3 term 'export 
of foreign merchandize' is coufiued to 
inch goods ap, having been imported 
Into the colony, were sulx-oquonily ex- 
ported for foreign consumption. Tho-e 
figures t-how that the export trado wu» 
mote than doubled during tho last three 
varsot tho existence of the free poit, 
Wo letvb it to tho reader to estimate 
the probable iucreuHe which would have 
takeu place by this lime, had the fatal 
error of abolishing tho free port never 
been committed. It is fair to assume 
thai tbo ratio of ino-oaso would not 
have been less, inasmuch as tho snr- 
roundmg markets huve been rapidly 
expanding. Nor are wo lofi altogether 
in tho dark respecting tho du-cription 
of goods entering mo*t largely into the 
foreign trade of that period. In 18G5 
fh« item ot dry goods amounted to $59, 
018; iron, $30,990 ; spirits and wiir-b, 
$■^1,012; ale and porter, S9.952. It 
would be a great inbtuko to itangine 
that these fignros reptosent the svbolo 
ibeign trude ot that period. They re- 
present what, might be designated us 
the wholesale purt of it only. We should 
probably bo borne out by tbe merchants 
most familiar with that branch of buri- 
nese in averting that the rouil trade 
amounted to quite as much, ludoed 
these who remember bow largely the 
people of Puget Sound traded with our 
retail dealers during tbo frets port days 
will agree with ua that the estimate is 
a very moderate one. Thus, then, we 
have 8683,836 as representing tho for- 
eign trade of Victoria during the year
